"It is true that we hold to the the- 
ory of equality not ot character or 
possession, but equality of oportuaity 
and equality before the law. 

This does aot mean that tne gov- 
emmeat guarantees any standard of 
achievement to its citizens, but that 
in Its dealing with them if will grant 
to all an opportunity to lie heard and 
the right to a decision based on the 
evidence and the law, without favor 
and without prejudice. It ia tba 
and without prejudice. It Is the be- 
lief of an Americaa that he creates 
opportunity; that his achievement, 
his destiny, his greatneas lie not la 
others, but in himself. 

"There is need to resist radicaliaas, 
aot because it may overthrow tba gov- 
erament. but becauae It la a distarb- 
ing aad waatefai eleaieat la soelety. 

"This does aot meaa resistance to 
the growth and expansion of our con- 
stitution, but It does represent re- 
sistance to any chaage la Ita aaderty- 
ing principles. 

"There are those who speak of 
overthrowing the goverameat," ha 
said. 

"Ia America this reduces itself ta 
the absurdity of overthrowing tha 
people, for hero the people are tha 
government. Administrations and ot- 
flcs may change, have changed, as at 
the last election when the people en- 
trusted thler destiniea to t wise aaA 
clear-Tialqned mga from Ohio, who, ia 
their serrice tolls oa from dsy to 
day, aeeking not his owa bat tba pub- 
lic's welfare. 

"There is discontent and unemploy- 
ment at home; there are disorder* 
abroad. Their remedy lies in oar 
loyalty to our gonraaeat. ia oar 
obedieace to eoaamatad aatborttr. 
that our owa couotry. strong, wait 
ordered, resolute, may continue to tta 
the pro.sperous abiding place of such 
an in.slitution of iiuhiicity and educa- 
tion as we have met here this morn- 
ing to honor and acclaim, the strong- 
bold Of aa ealighteaed liberty, tba 
sapportar of aa advaaelac atyttiaa* 
tloa."

This sounds 
stranRi'; it is as siirprlsiiiK :is ii' a 
I'arpentcr hired someone tu put a new 
root on his house, or if a New Bng-

iion from Alaska. Yet It is true, and 
has beon for years; lui' iMoli.ibly nev- 
er'>hctore has it Ii. i ti >.ii tiiiwise as 
now. 

The explanation is that iluitisands 
af farmers are Bpoc'inllBt!<. The grain 
farmer ralaes grain, and buys his po- 
tutuen and 'other vegetables, which 
ire often shipped from a distance. 
The cotton farmer notorionsly btiys 
practically ev.Tyt hiiiR bis family, his 
h' Ip ;>iul his work-stork eat. The 
fruit farmer buys his dairy products, 
and even the man who spe^allxes in 
milk for creamery or cheeoe factory 
lift on sells all the milk and does not 
•yen make his own butter. Many 
their butter and eat 
liiiiiKlit at !i store. 
i> a Kood thinB, but 
luii always, if carried too far it ia a 
very bad thing. The farmer who has 
iioen depending almost entirely on 
other farmers to feed him, to grow 
!hi' suiMilli's for bis table, wljile ho 
was I'liRLiRiil in his one line, now 
I'iiids liiiiisi'ii at a lilR disadvantage. 
.Vn official of the department ot Ag- 
riculture baa aaid: "The American 
farmer is not going to ha able tbia 
year to pay freight on water." He

they do not lose sight of the little 
things, the alda-llaaa, the by products

But "thouaanda ot tarmera," said 
the official ah^ »wlU be 
compellad to grew aiata'at tbatr own 
food ea aooouBt of the iacraaaed 
traaaportatlon costs and leaaeaad re- 
turnu from4he products thay have to 
bell." The single-crop man is per- 
fectly capable of growing potatoon 
and tomatoaa tor his owa tables Not 
only that; ho aaa grow baa rt aa aad 
melons, have a tew hivea of beea.

The farmer who la now unable to 
sell his cropa and maat go to the 
market to bay hla food la la a bad 
plight— and raalljr ha daa a rvaa It- He 
has "pnt nil his eggs In one basket" 
and 'hi- ha ket has ! een dropped 
Those farmers who "live at home" — 
that is, make their farms furnish 
their own food aa well aa their spe- 
cial crops — are in a much better 
abape ia thla erlda aad aaaally are 
all the time. Tfeode who wfll aot 
heed good advice nMst dtitter.
